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HURRICANE HUGO and HAMS’ HUMANITY 
‘ By Bob Sherin, W4ASX — Miami 

*‘Jesus, look at that; Jesus, look at this,’’ someone exclaims as 
the Cessna 402B special charter approaches St. Croix, U.S. Virgin 
Islands, at about 2,000 feet. 

For the next several miles, the picture develops. Debris is 
scattered everywhere, the glint of strewn aluminum roofing 
reflecting the morning sun into a thousand points of light. The 
streets are blocked with rubble. The buildings themselves are not 
intact. You see foundations, besides which buildings are crushed to 
resemble match boxes, like a bulldozer came through and, instead 
of piling things up, left them strewn about. Se 

Trees are mere sticks, decapitated, shorn of vegetation. Not a 
flower nor a leaf can be seen but an ugly brown pall envelops this 
once-jewel of the Caribbean. The airport tower is destroyed. Every 
window is blown out, its antennas gone. A short distance away in 
the grass, a makeshift tower sprouting antennas appears. You 
touch down at St. Croix Airport. 

Cliff Roberts of San Antonio, Texas, WB5VRC, the second 
“jump team”’ to arrive on the island, steps down on the tarmac. It 
is Monday, September 25th, a week and a day after Hugo punched 
through St. Croix with 140 miles an hour winds, made its fateful 
turn north, sparing Florida, later to slam ashore in Charleston, 
South Carolina. 

Cutting communications in its path, Category Four Hugo 
caused more property damage than any hurricane this century, the 
National Hurricane Center reports. And shining, ham radio moved 
in to fill the broken ties that bind a society. For Hugo catapulted our 
ham community to new heights of a performance whose watch- 
words are technology, dedication, initiative, cooperation and 
possibility thinking. 

Hams are everywhere. Behind the scenes, manning their 
emergency gear, they flew and drove into disaster areas, set up 
snazzy message systems, including the new mix of amtor and 
packet, and generally involved themselves communicating in 

-record numbers. More visible than ever, we entered into a new 
compact with the press, sharing information and appearing in 
newspapers, on radio and television.

A VISIT TO SOYUZ SOVYETSKIKH 
SOTSIALISTICHESKIKH REPUBLIK 
(Union of Soviet Republics) 
OR RUSSIA AS WE CALLIT

On March 11, 1918, the Soviet government was moved from 
Petrograd to Moscow. The city itself was renamed Leningrad when 
the Bolshevik leader died in 1924. Since that time it has remained 
an important cultural and economic center. 

You could spend years viewing the many cultural and historic 
attractions of Leningrad, but here are a few that we saw. 

The Admiralty Building, most easily recognized by its elegant 
golden spire. Nevsky Prospekt, the main street of central 
Leningrad. Most of the major stores and numerous historic sites lie 
along this street. Peter and Paul Fortress and Cathedral dating 
from 1714 and for a time the tallest structure in the Russian Em- 

ire. : 

The Crusier Aurora, under orders from the Military 
Revolutionary Committee, this warship sailed up the Neva River 
on November 7, 1917, and trained her guns on the windows of the 
Winter Palace, where the provisional government was 
headquartered. During World War II, its guns helped defend the 
city during the German siege. Today it is permanently moored 
near Nakhimov Naval College. : 

St. Isaac’s Cathedral, covering 2.5 acres, is the largest church in 
Leningrad. It’s now a museum since Russia is an atheist country. It 
has an enormous gilded dome and was built in the Russian-style in 
the early 19th Century. 

Petrodvorets Palace, started in 1704, this combination of fairy- 
land gardens and grand buildings lies on the shores of the Gulf of 
Finland, about 18 miles from the city center. 

The fountains, in particular, are splendid with many gold 
figures adorning them. 

And finally, the Hermitage, the natural museum of the Soviet 
Union, with yearly visitors numbering in millions. Holding seme 2.5 
million individual works, the Hermitage collection is the largest of 
the world’s largest nation, exhibited in four different buildings with 
a total of 1,100 rooms open to the public. The Hermitage boasts 
14,000 paintings, 12,000 sculptures and approximately 400 display 
rooms. In fact, it was once calculated that if a visitor to the

Fromy: Po) Hurricane Hugo 

On almost any channel in the threatened areas, you probably 
saw a local ham friend on television news just after media star Dr. 
Bob Sheets, director of the National Hurricane Center, Alas, ham 
radio reached its rightful plateau in public esteem. _ 

For those of us listening on 14.313 MHz that ill-fated night of - 
September 17th when Hugo hit St. Croix, KV4FZ’s spontaneous eye- 


witness report will forever remain etched in our minds. The con- — 


troversial Herb Schoenbohm called it ‘‘a world of hurt’’ and here’s 
how Columnist Charles Whited reported the story on September 
19th in the ‘‘Miami Herald”’: 

‘“‘The voice came crackling through . . . on a knife edge of 
tension Sunday night, filling the room with the power of a 
storm the listeners couldn’t feel or see but knew was there. 
Herb Schoenbohm, ham radio operator and police com- 

- munications chief on the Island of St. Croix, sat in his storm- 
buffeted home describing the fury of Hurricane Hugo. 

As the wind tore at his house, Schoenbohm’s wife and 
children huddled beneath an oak table in the kitchen, covered | 
by a mattress. ‘The wind is increasing in crescendo,’ he said 
into his microphone. ‘Between the peaks and valleys the time 
is now down to a few seconds. It’s almost a solid blast here. It 
looks like the aneomometer is somewhere around 90 miles an 
hour. The house is vibrating, groaning and and moaning and 
shuddering with the force of the wind. This thing is 
penetrating. I mean, it has psychological impact.’ ”’ 

Then Whited quoted me: 

“In crisis, the ham operators’ adrenaline pumps. Danger 
means nothing. They feel a sacred trust to the public, to come 
through in time of need. At one point, Schoenbohm said it 
looked like the Wizard of Oz on St. Croix, with debris flying 
everywhere. Other hams broke in and told him, ‘Get off the 
air. Your safety is at stake.’ ”’ 

His roof was blown off, his towers felled, his equipment . 
destroyed, his station silenced and even his septic tank was 
blasted. But Herb Schoenbohm and his family survived. 

At work several days later, he answered a call on the two-meter 
simplex calling frequency, 146.520 MHz. Cliff Roberts of San An- 
tonio, Texas, WB5VRC, having walked through the crowded airport 
at St. Croix to find no one, put out the call for help. Schoenbohm 
showed up 15 minutes later in a police cruiser. He drove the Texan 
to the police station, where the 29-year-old Roberts initially set up 
shop and lived. 

Why did he leave a wife, child, college and healthy environment 
to fly into his “‘world of hurt’’? Explains the affable family man,

FLORIDA C.W. NEWS 
By Alma Fontaine, N4MML 

QFN Manager Nick, N4SS Writes: Some time ago there was a 
rather popular commercial on television which featured a little 
(old) lady whose question was ‘‘Where’s the beef?’’. Equating the 
beef to qualified, load bearing operators for QFN, my question is 
also ‘‘Where’s the beef?’’. There must be dozens of ways to look at 
the stats from each month’s QFN performance but this month I’'d 
like to look at ‘‘Who is bearing the load?”’. 

First the numbers. QNI: early 347, late 382, total 279. QTC: 
early 256, late 289, total 545. QND: early 589, late 646, total 1,235. 
Keeping in mind that rate isn’t everything, we find that the early 
rate was .43, late .45 and overall average rate was .44, for 30 
sessions early and late, total 60. 


Now the question arises: who’s doing the work? Of the NCS — 


functions (60 total) the assignments were reasonable, but the ac- 
tual workload was skewed. The busiest station did 12 while the least 
active NCS only did two. 

The 4RN load wasn’t much different, with 82 percent of the work 
being done by. 44% of the people (four of nine). Fifth region was 
slighly better balanced with 82 percent of the work being credited to 
67 percent of the people (six of nine). 

I’l] concede that unforseen events will upset the best laid plans, 


but I also am convinced that we can (and must) do better. We’ve — 


‘had incentive licensing pore for quite some time; where are the 
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results? On 75-meter fone beating their teeth? Do they ever do 
anything to repay the nation for use of the frequencies available to 
them and the whole amateur community?

That 
should be sufficient motivation for all who can to join in with QFN, 
Gator Net, FMSN or QFNS. ' 

There are jobs for any who are interested, and enjoyment and 
personal satisfaction for all who do join us. So come on, all you who 
have a ticket that says you are extra class . . . show us some of that 
“class”’! ~~

In ham radio we shouldn’t keep repeating the often-made 
mistake of imputing too much to too few. Disaster stories are 
usually about important messages, like the one handled this time 
for President Bush, named nets, named officials, named net 
controllers, statistics and designated equipment, with lots of 
bouquets to go around awash in eulogies. 

Trouble is that this story’s as big as ham radio itself. The doers, 
movers and shakers are a mass. No writer can presume to know 
all, or even most, but there were many un-named groups of hams 
who simply bonded together to help, the traditional nets were there, 
and now a new breed of net emerges which actively promotes 
handling health and welfare traffic into disaster areas (pro-H&W), 
a policy long discouraged by the ARRL and Red Cross. 

Typical of where those two factions come to issue is this well-in- 
tentioned news bulletin heard on ham radio’s ‘‘Newsline’”’ at press 
time: 

‘Hams in South Carolina are asking that health and welfare not 
be sent to the storm ravaged areas,” According to Jimmy Walker 
of Marion, South Carolina, WD4HLZ, vice director of the ARRL 
Roanoke Division. ‘‘There is not any way in the world to handle 
health and welfare. Every day health and welfare is going out of the 
disaster areas but with the destruction of the telephone system and 
the amateurs handling emergency communciations, there is no 


way in the world that we can handle any type of incoming health 


and welfare.”’ 
Sounds reasonable, but wait a minute. 
The situation on St. Croix is similar. When Hugo hit, thousands 
understandably wanted to know how their loved ones fared. One 
worried Miamian was Yvette Davidson, my neighbor. Having 
recently undergone a lung operation to arrest cancer, she was 
becoming increasingly despondent at now knowing the welfare of

her elderly dad, Reggie Ives of St. Croix. 

After running down all the avenues into a dead end, her 
husband, Dennis Davidson, came to me. I put him on mike in touch 
with the International Amateur Radio Network (IARN) on 14.275 
MHz. Cliff Roberts, one of the now-growing number of IARN jump 
teams sent to the islands to handle all types of meritorious traffic, 
went to Mr. Ives’ home. He reported back that the premises were 
vacant, and the roof was blown off, not unlike many St. Croix 
homes. . 

A few days later, a message arrived via ham radio: Mr. Ives, 
buried under the rubble of his home for 10 hours, was rescued by a 
neighbor and was getting medical attention. A week passed with no 
further word. Yvette Davidson’s doctor was concerned because her 
frail health was deteriorating due to the constant worry. Her night- 
mare, obviously, wouldn’t go away until she knew. 

What would you, fellow ham, have done? 

Florida’s own respected Chuck Sheffer, KJ4TY, is pro-H&W. He 
cites advances in the message handling capabilities of amtor and 
packet in combination (amtor for H.F. long-haul feeding packet 
VHF). Sheffer knows his stuff, for his life has been devoted to 
electronic and digital communications through a 22-year military 
career to, most recently, counseling the Soviet Government in 
emergency communications following the Armenian earthquake. 

In Armenia Sheffer saw first-hand what happens when hams are 
either unknowledgeable or unwilling to go the distance to prepare 
for the big disaster, which will inevitably come along. 

“Health and welfare,” he says, ‘‘is not the most important 
traffic in the world but it’s a super exercise for the major important 
traffic that may come later in the event of a greater disaster. Of 
course the Russians lost upwards of 50,000 people in their earth- 
quake but it’s the hundreds of thousands that got shipped all over 
the country without keeping tabs on it ahead of time. They had no

Times are a-changing in the USSR. On October 12th the voice 
rang out in perfect English over the 20-meter band and the an- 
nouncement has already given Soviet hams the right to correspond 
directly, speak more freely, visit the West, do packet and soon en- 
joy the first repeater being installed, with help from the Wise in 
Armenia. 

Get set for more news. 

Just before deadline, Yuri of Riga Latvia, USSR, UQIGXX, 
spoke out: ‘‘In a few weeks or a few months we’ll have a normal 
call-sign, which will not be UQ1, but I think will be YL1XX. Perhaps 
you know that the prefixes LY, YL and ES were issued in Lithua- 
nia, Latvia and Estonia about 60 years ago in 1929 at a world con- 
ference. But after 1940, when our countries were annexed by USSR, 
these call signs were closed. We have tried to get them back but 
Moscow didn’t allow that. 

After many years of these problems between us and Moscow, we 
got the solution of getting back these call signs, and I think itis a 
great thing for us. You can imagine it is almost a national flag or © 
something like that. We are using now again the old national flags 
here and old national call signs.”’

Something of possible interest to Skip readers is the fact that some 12-volt battery 


chargers that convert 110-power to frequencies in the order of 100 KHz (plus or minus), 


can cause severe interference on harmonics up to as much as the 21 MHz band. If you are 
within a block or so, these harmonics in the 80-meter band can be as muchas S9. 

By using a receiver covering down to 100 KHz or so and using a car they can be quite 
easily located. A neighbor within two blocks, using such a charger on his boat was S9 
every 100 KHz over the whole band on 80 meters. Some of the harmonics were rather 
rough 60-cycle sounding and others were nearly T9. 

Cruising in the car at a local yacht basin I found at least six boats causing this. I could 
not locate particular boats because I was not permitted to run up and down the docks. Two 
of the ones I found were sent back to the manufacturer and filters stopped the problem at 
no cost to the manufacturer. 

One case I found was caused by the charger in a motor home. When I reported the 
problem I was told that they (the FCC) didn’t have time to locate interference to ham 
bands.

museum, it would take 12 years to see everything. And to do that, 
the same visitor would have to walk about 15 miles inside the 
museum. 

The main structure of the Hermitage complex is the baroque 
Winter Palace, a green three-story building with white columns 
that was begun in 1754. It contains 1,047 rooms and halls and 117 
staircases. 

Neither Rome nor Leningrad was built in a day, and twice that 
time was hardly enough to see all the city’s treasures, but what we 
did see certainly convinced us of the magnificence of this great 
city.

because when it stops, when you just cannot get through, there’ sno 
way of getting through, it’s a desperate feeling.”’ 

An IARN Con- 
troller known only tome as Tom, K2CJ, is on the other end: 

“Theard your neighbor, Dennis Davidson, on the air. I heard the 


anxiety in his voice, so I decided to have our jump team on St. 


Croix contact the local radio station to make an on-air an- 
nouncement. They’ve seen Reggie Ives there at the station two or 
three times since the hurricane and he’s okay.”’ 

“‘Thanks Tom. I'll go over there right now and relieve their 
minds.”’ 

‘God bless you, he says. God bless ham radio!”
